Berlin, Oct. 8.—The Frankfurter as­ 
serts that the Bulgarian government 
has issued a manifesto to the nation, 
announcing its intention to enter the 
wrar on the side of the central powers. 
This report, as quoted by the Over­ 
seas News Agency, states that Bul­ 
garia would commit suicide if she did 
not align herself writh Germany. 
The manifesto, as given out by the 
Overseas Agency, follows: 
“The central powers have promised 
us the creation of an Austrian-Bulgar- 
ian border line, which is necessary for 
Bulgarian independence. 
We do not 
believe in the promises of the quad­ 
ruple entente. 
Italy, one of the al­ 
lies, treacherously broke her treaty 
of thirty-three years. 
W e believe in 
Germany, w'ho is fighting the world 
in order to fulfill her treaty with 
Austria. 
Bulgaria must fight. 
The 
Germans and Austria-Hungarians are 
victorious on all sides. 
Russia will 
soon completely collapse. 
Then will 
come the turn of France, Italy and 
Servia. 
“Bulgaria w'ould commit suicide if 
she did not fight on the side of the

THE WOUND OF YOUNG GER. 
MAN SOLDIER. 


HE HAO BEEN SHOT THROUGH THE LIVER 


An X-Ray Examination Revealed For- 
eign Substance In Heart, Which 
Proved to Be a Shrap­ 
nel 
Bullet. 


Berlin, Oct. S.—The c pening of a 
chamber of the heart rffid extracting 
a bu I* et is reported by Prof. Freund 
and Dr. (unperson 
in 
the

number of the Munich .Medical W eek­ 
ly. 
The patient was a 
young 
soldier 
who had recovered 
from 
a 
bullet 
wound through the liver. Upon X ray 
examination preceding his discharge 
rom the hospital a foreign object was 
discerned in the 
heart. 
It 
moved 
synchronously with the heart’s pulsa­ 
tions, and the physicians decided thai 
it was a shrapnel bullet. 
To prevent possible dangerous com­ 
plications it was determined to re­ 
move the bullet. 
The 
breast 
was 
opened, the pericardium 
slit 
suffi­ 
ciently to permit the heart 
to 
be 
brought forward, a quick incision was 
made in the right ventricle and the 
bullet was immediately found and 
removed. 
Much blood was lost, but 
the bleeding stopped 
after 
prompt 
stitching, and the patient made a 
complete recovery. 
The bullet, which weighed twelve 
grams, had taken a most erratic and 
extraordinarv course, 
It struck the

above, as lie was storming forward 
uflicting but a flesh wound.

Patrick S. < asey, of *>01 South Sev­ 
enth street, a v eil known merchant 
tailor with an establishment at 7991£ 
Wabash avenue, was found Wednes­ 
day morning with a bullet through his 
heart in a field near the ramp of John 
Bode win, five miles north of the city 
on the other side of the river. 
Casey had gone to the camp yester­ 
day afternoon with H arry Bodewin, a 
brother of John Bodewin, who owns 
the camp, and this morning, accord­ 
ing to Harry, took a rifle and started 
through the field. 
Bodewin did not 
In ar any shot and Ca^ey had been 
dead some time when he was found. 
He is survived by a 
widow 
and 
three daughters, one of them being 
Mrs. William 
Fitzgerald. 
Ile 
had* 
been connected wit Ii sonv1 of the lead-1 
ing tailoring firms here and for sev­ 
eral years past had been in business 
for himself. 
His daughter, Helene, 
was married a few days ago to Wil­ 
liam Fitzgerald and ha*1 ;ust returned 
from her wedding tour. 
Casey was an inveterate hunter and 
well known sportsman 
and 
spent 
much of his time in the field. 
He was 
familiar with firearms and Bodewin 
and others at the camp were at a loss 
to explain how he had shot himself 
through the heart, unless he tripped 
and the gun was discharged in some 
unaccountable manner. 
Bodewin said that Casey appeared 
in his usual spirits and before leaving 
the camp had talked about what a 
good day’s sport he expected. 
News of the tragedy was first tele­ 
phoned to John Murphy, the coal deal­ 
er in the Trust building, a close friend 
of Casey’s, and he broke the news 
to the dead m an’s family. 
According to Harry Bodewin, who 
told of th** shooting over the tele­ 
phone from the camp, Mr. Casey left 
the camp shortly after i o’clock, say­ 
ing I Ila I he was going out for a few 
minutes before the party left for the 
city. 
When the camper.-' were ready 
to come to Terre Haute they called to 
Casey and lie failed to answer.

search was started and his body was 
found in a field. 
“He was jolly and cutting up like 
anyone does around camp,” said Mr. 
Bodewin. 
“He didn’t seem to be de­ 
spondent or have any cause to take 
his life. 
W e found hi; body with a 
bullet hole under his left breast.”

suicide.

the rifle to explode,” he said. 
“The 
circumstances surrounding his death 
point to accidental shooting.

NEW GORN AND HOG CHOLERA 


Avoid Danger By Changing 
Amount 
of Feed GraduaUy. 


Hog cholera is not a direct result 
of feeding new' corn, according to K. 
R. Spence, of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture. 
It may gun a foothold 
more readily' if the bog’s resistance is 
reduced by unwise feeding, but the 
disease itself can result only front in­ 
fection with a specific, invisible germ, 
obtained directly or indirectly from 
other hogs. 
lf the herd is thrown off feed bv 
eating too much green corn, or by 
eating corn that is immature, the dis­ 
ease will be more readily contracted 
and it is often noted that a new' out­ 
break of cholera follows the first use 
of new' corn for hogs. 
Avoid danger 
by changing the kind or amount of 
feed gradually. 
Feed the hogs some 
new' corn for a while before turning 
them into the field. 
Young shoats 
may be turned into corn that is not 
down too badly with less preliminary 
feeding than the older Logs that can 
break down the corn more quickly.

A more definite 
answer has just been given by Prof. 
O. R. Johnson, of the Missouri Uni­ 
versity college of agriculture. 
Prof. 
Johnson has carefully 
studied data, 
secured by visits to 656 farmers, 554 
of whom had only rural 
school edu­ 
cation, while the remainder 
had se­ 
cured more or less additional train­ 
ing. 
W hile 
he recognizes the fact 
that this additional 
training 
is not 
solely 
responsible 
for 
the 
better 
showing made by the better educated 
man, there is every reason to believe 
that their additional 
education 
has 
been a 
very 
valuable 
investment, 
from the standpoint 
of 
the pocket- 
book as well as that 
of social ser­ 
vice, w hich is not so easily measured. 
The better trained men secured av­ 
erage labor incomes of $655 a year, 
or within $110 of twice as much as 
those who had 
only 
district school 
educations. This labor income is the

Keeping Silage. 
Frequently the loss at the top of 
the silo is considerable, sometimes* as 
much as eighteen inches 
in 
depth. 
This is unnecessary if the proper care 
is taken. 
There are 
a 
number 
of 
ways to prevent the loss, but the best 
I have ever seen is wet sawdust. This, 
w'hen placed in a layer of about four 
Inches in depth and w'ell tramped will 
prevent practically all loss of silage. 
It can be drawn up in sacks or blown 
in through the blow'er. 
I have known 
it to save several tons of silage. 
Increasing Capacity of Silos. 
About four feet can be added to the 
height of any silo that has no roof 
by simply placing four-foot bog wire 
around the top. Ensilage is filled in to 
top of tim wire and in a few hours 
it will have settled to the level of the 
silo. 
Sometimes the ensilage in set­ 
tling bas carried the wire dow'n with 
it. This can be prevented by support­ 
ing the wire with two by fours or with 
gas pipes. 
Putting by Corn in the Silo. 
W e used to think there w'ere but 
four or five days in which silage could 
be made. 
W hile there is a compara­ 
tively short time that the silage is at 
its best we really have from the time 
the corn is well dented until Febru­ 
ary in which silage can be made. 
It 
has now' become a common practice 
to put shock corn in the silo. 
In this 
way the silo can be filled twice and 
be made to do double duty. 
It is nec­ 
essary, however, to put w'ater on the 
fodder when it goes in. The drier the 
fodder the more water. 
When thor­ 
oughly dry equal w'eights 
of 
water 
and fodder should be put in. 
If water 
is handy and plentiful this is not dif­ 
ficult, as the same engine that runs 
the ensilage cutter could 
run 
the 
pump.

In the mo:rt realistic sense 
John Hancock pledged his life and his 
fortune to the cause of the Revolu­ 
tion. He was one of the richest men 
in the colonics, holding investments 
in banks,* breweries, stores, hotels, 
and also owning a fleet of vessels. 
The seizure of one of these precipi­ 
tated the Tkiston massacre. In Revo­ 
lutionary days and until his death he 
was a popular idol. W hen it was 
proposed to bombard Boston, though 
it would have resulted in greater 
personal loss to him than to any 
other property owner, he begged 
that no regard be paid to him be­ 
cause of his financial interests. W bile 
Hancock did not sign Lie Constitu­ 
tion of the United States, ne used 
his great influence in its behalf, w’hich 
awakened the gratitude of Washing­ 
ton. “He was prepossessing in man­ 
ner, and passionately fond of the ele­ 
gant pleasures of life, or dancing, 
music, concerts, routs, assemblies, 


card parties, rich wines, social dinners 
and festivities.” Until the end of his 
life the people of Massachusetts loved 
to honer him. In the stirring events 
preceding the Revolution he was 
one of the most influential members 
of the Sons of Liberty. To this tireless 
worker for American Independence 
Liberty was the very breath of life. 
He would have frowned upon any 
legislation which would restrict the 
natural rights of man, and would have 
voted N O to prohibition enact­ 
ments. It was upon the tenets of 
our National Spoken W ord that:

I*. A. Sampson is a connoisseur in 
more senses than one. His reputation 
as an authority on matters 
of Mis­ 
souri history has been recognized for 
a generation. His work for the His­ 
torical society as secretary practical­ 
ly put that organization upon its feet 
Mr. Sampson not 
only 
created 
the 
methods ot the library, but collected 
thousands of volumes for it, many of 
which are priceless in that they have 
no duplicates. 
Lvery man must have an avocation 
and Mr. Sampson’s 
avocation 
is a 
delight in the collection of rare and 
beautiful things. For instance, he has 
one of the most complete collections 
of stamped envelopes in the United 
States, dating from 
1853 
dowrn to 
the present year. Of his avocation Mr. 
Sampson said to a 
representative of 
the Times yesterday afternoon in his 
apartments at 
103 
Waugh 
street: 
‘Stamp collectors, stamp collections 
and newspaper accounts of the same 
are so common that every person has 
an idea what these things mean and 
possibly even knows the 
name ‘Phi­ 
lately,’ which 
is 
the 
technical one 
used. 
Enthusiastic stamp collectors 
are not limited to tile boys, but m e m ­ 
bers of the royal families of Europe 
and millionaries are included among 
the collectors, and the value of m any 
of the collections 
amount 
to hund­ 
reds of thousands of dollars. 
“The stamp 
albums 
have spaces 
not only for the postage stamps, but 
also usually for the stamped part of 
the stamped envelopes, to be cut our 
and mounted in 
tho 
album in the 
same m anner as are the stamps. Col­ 
lections of entire envelopes are not 
common, perhaps largely on account 
of reasons of space and cost. 
While 
Hie album will need spaces for only 
one or a few' cut specimens, the col 
lection of entires may require scores 
of entire envelopes. These may have 
been issued in all the different sizes 
of envelopes, for the paper or differ­ 
ent 
w atermarks 
and 
of 
different 
“knives’’—that is, the 
shape 
of the 
paper as cut out for folding as well 
as the m anner of folding—so for one 
die the entries must include a large 
num ber of specimens.” 
Mr. Sam pson’s collection is exquis­ 
itely beautiful. The embossed stamps 
upon the envelopes made fifty and 
sixty years ago are even more artis­ 
tic in design and delicate and rich in 
color than the stamped envelopes of 
today. Mr. 
Sampson's 
collection is 
also most extensive. He has 375 en­ 
velopes that have never 
been used, 
300 postal cards, nearly 
all unused, 
and 1.300 enveloj>es that have gone 
tbrought the postoffice. Mr. Sampson 
m ade his collection 
by 
laying aside 
the envelopes that had not been bad­ 
ly marked by the posoftice cancella­ 
tion achmines or markers. 
Finally 
he examined 
the 
many thousands 
thus secured and saved the choicest 
specimens. 
These 
envelopes 
repre­ 
sent every die used 
by the govern­ 
ment, every w atermark, every “knife” 
and color of paper and also 
the dif 
ferent makes of paper, w hether laid 
or woven.

Mr. Sampson is probably the only 
man iii Columbia who has ever seen 
an original member of the Bonaparte 
family.

Never was there greater need for, 
the Lord’s people to remember the 
words of this text than at the present 
time. 
We recognize these words of; 
the Psalmist David as prophetic, re-J 
ferring to the Church of Christ. 
The* 
Church has been called out during 
the Gospel Age to be Christ’s Bride. 
The Prophet here pictures the Call 
of this class, the terms of the Call, 
and the Bride’s preparation for her 
marriage to the King’s Son. 
The ex­ 
hortation is that those who have thus 
become espoused as a viigin to Christ, 
who have taken upon themselves the: 
covenant of faithfulness, are to be! 
separate from the world. Hence the. 
injunction, ‘‘Forget thine own people* 
and thy father’s House.’' 
Our own people are the human fain-1 
ily. 
Our father's House 
is 
Adam’s! 
House. 
By nature we belong to his 
House; we have a natural interest in j 
his inheritance; and although we have ! 
received woeful experiences through 
Adam’s fall, yet whatever we have as j 
human beings we have received from I 
Adam. Those who are now the Lord’s ! 
people “were by nature children of! 
wrath, even as others.” 
But soine-j 
thing has occurred in our case. 
We] 
have been called out of this condition, j 
and invited to become “the Pride, the , 
Lamb’s Wife.”—Revelation 21:2, 9-11: 
Psalm 45:9. 
God’s 
Wonderful 
Condescension. 
None of the human 
family 
could, 
claim to be worthy of this high exalta-i 
tion to be the Pride, members of the| 
Christ company; for neither Jew nor; 
Gentile could keep the Divine Law. J 
Our Lord Jesus was the only one who | 
could keep it; for it is the full meas­ 
ure of a perfect m an’s ability, and, ex­ 
cept. Father Adam, there was never a 
perfect man upon earth but the laird 
Jesus. 
Having kept the Law, He be­ 
came Heir of all things; and just as a 
wealthy man might take a beggar for 
a wife, lifting her up from her degrad­ 
ed condition and making her joint- 
heir in his inheritance, his name, his 
honor and his property, so the Lord 
Jesus is to take a Bride from the 
fallen human family and 
make 
her 
joint-heir with Himself. 
We had nothing which would ever 
entitle us to be taken into God’s fam­ 
ily, but God has made this way for us j 
through His Flan of Redemption. How 
wonderful an opportunity for us, that 
God should choose us to he the Bride 
of His Son! 
God has called us with 
a Heavenly Calling. 
This choice is 
being made in harmony with the cus­ 
tom cf olden times—as in the case of 
Abraham and Isaac. Abraham typi­ 
fied Jehovah; Isaac, our Lord Jesus 
Christ; and Isaac’s bride Rebecca, the 
Church. As Abraham Milt his servant 
to seek a bride for his son Isaac, so 
God has sent, throughout this Gospel 
Age, the Massage of His grace, by His 


Holy Spirit. 
His servant, to seek a 


Bride for His Only Begotten Son. 
The promises of God have gone here 
and there through the world and have 
acted like a magnet upon certain indi­ 
viduals. 
The Magnet of God’s Truth 
ha* been a power that has drawn a 
certain class, tut does not attract oth­ 
ers very much. 
Is God making a dis­ 
crimination? 
Yes. 
There are many 
whom He does not wish i«t all for His 
present purpose. 
He is not seeking 
the world now'. 
This statement would have seemed 
very strange to us once, tor we had in 
mind the idea, handed down from the 
errors of the past, that whoever did 
not understand and accept spiritual 
truths and become a saint during this 
present life, would have to roast for 
ai! eternity. 
Now we see that God is 
merely gathering out a special class, 
that have special characteristics. God 
uses measures to drive 
others 
off. 
Just as you, if you w ere drawing tacks 
to a magnet, would blow off any saw­ 
dust that might loosely adhere, so the 
laird is causing the winds of adversity 
to blow upon His C h o rio 
in 
order 
that any of the world who have at­ 
tatched themselves to the Church class 
may be blown oft. 
But those who are 
of the true Church will only adhere 
the closer. 
$ e p a ration of W h e a t .■>nd Tares. 
In the parable of the ‘ %’heat a n d the 
Tares, Jesus show's that in the n a i ­ 
vest time of the Gospel Age lie would 
completely separate the wheat from 
the tares. (Matthew 13.26-42 ) Not a 
grala of wheat is to be left amongst 


'es 


the tares, and not a tare is to be left 


amongst the wheat, 
'.here will be 


such persecution*: and oppositions as 


will make a complete separation and 


division. The wheat cia sr will be tak­ 


en out by the Lord and gathered into 


the garner. 
The tares will he uproot­ 
ed from t i e wheat-field and burned. 
In other words, in the Time of Trou­ 
ble they will be shown to be of the 
world, as they have been all along. 
There is only one clas ; desired for 
tho Bride class—true Christians. Mil­ 
lions of people are associating togeth­ 
er and calling themselves Christians 
that have not the slightest relation­ 
ship to God. 
They are tares. 
God 
ne.er authorized these. 
phoy did not 
come into association with the Church 
through tho Doorway. 
* Tohn 10:1-7.) 
Some came in because iheir parents 
or their friends were in. Some thought 
that unless they were baptized they 
would go to eternal torment. 
In the end of this Age. now' present, 
there is to be a great burning time. 
Net the people, bu* 
their 
religious 
conceptions and affiliations will burn 
up. 
“The fire of that Day shall try 
every m an’s work of what sort it is.” 
(I Corinthians 2*1°..) Those who have 
built with the stubble of human tradi­ 
tion w'ill suffer loss. Their w'orks and 
their professions will perish. 
Those 
who have built upon the sand will be 
overthrown. 
But anv who have been 
real Christians “shall be saved so as 
by fire.” 
Their systems and 
their 
doctrines will be consumed in tin 
fire of this Day—a bitter humiliation. 
These may be 
assured 
that 
their 
great church systems will suffer com­ 
plete collapse in the Day of the Lord. 
They will fall to rise no more.—Jer. 
51,58. 
Terms of Our Covenant Binding. 
This special class that God has been 
gathering out for eighteen centuries 
to be the Bride of Christ have accept­ 
ed God's terms and have entered into 
a special covenant with God iii order 
that they might become members of 
the Bride class. These terms are very 
positive and definite. In olden times, 
when there was a betrothal, it was 
usually Hie father that looked after 
the contract. This was not a merely 
verbal contract, but a written one. It 
was a binding engagement with posi­ 
tive stipulations on both sides. Just 
so our Heavenly Father, in making 
the arrangement by which we may 
come into His family, drew' up a very 
positive, unchangeable contract. 
It 
is a condition of full surrender to 
Him. We give up our own wills. This 
agreement is more binding than any 
earthly marriage contract. 
Those who have become betrothed 
to th** Lord Jesus Christ give up their 
all to Him. 
They do nor have very 
much, to be sure. 
Most of us have 
very, very little; for not many great, 
not many wise, not many learned, mu 
many noble, are called. (I Corinthians 
1:23-29.) But association with the One 
to whom they are 
betrothed 
gives 
these a nobility of character. 
The 
wonderful promises of God begin im 
mediately to work in them to will and 
to do of His good pleasure. 
It is a 
transforming 
work. 
The 
Apostle 
Paul tells us that we are “transform­ 
ed by the renewing of our minds”- - 
not our bodies. (Romans 12:2.) 
Our 
body is the same body that we had 
before, hut we have a new' mind. We 
are New' Creatures. 
All things are 
new: old things have passed away. 
(2 Corinthians 5:17.) 
This makes a 
change everywhere. 
We need not go 
into 
detail as to 
what changes it makes. We know, ii 
we are of this class, that “the tilings 
which we once loved we now' hate.” 
We loved the things that were pure, 
noble and beautiful in proportion as 
we were naturally of a noble disposi­ 
tion: but many 
of the things which 
once we loved are tilings 
which we 
can not now' approve. 
We have re­ 
ceived the begetting 
of 
the 
Holy 
Spirit, and as God’s spirit abounds iii 
us more and more, we become copies 
of God’s dear Son. our Redeemer, our 
Head, our Bridegroom. 
In the case of the Hebrew marriage 
contract, if the bride-elect was guilty 
of infidelity to her betrothed bride­ 
groom the 
unfaithfulness 
was pun­ 
ished with death. So if any of us who 
have made a contract with the Lord 
should violate that contract 
and be 
untrue to the Bridegroom, we would 
come under the penalty of the second 
death. “If any man draw 
back, says 
the Lord, “My soul 
shall have no 
pleasure in him ” God would not give 
eternal life to those in whom He has 
no pleasure. The Apostle Paul says 
that these draw back 
to perdition— 
destruction (Hebrews 10:38-39), 
So 
the matter is clear 
before us. We 
nre espoused to a husband. 
\\ e have 
taken upon us certain obligations. We 
must go on now’ and make our calling 
and election sure. We must gain thy 


reward of everlasting lfe or else go 
into the second death. 


Christ’s Righteousness Our Covering. 


Does this mean that 
if 
we shall 
make slips we shall go into the sec­ 
ond death? No. One might make un­ 
intentional 
slips 
of 
various 
kinds. 
Presumably there is no child of God 
living who has not made 
such slips. 
Our 
imperfections 
are 
hindrances 
to our doing 
perfectly. 
“With 
my 
mind I serve the law of God, hut with 
my imperfect body it would be an im­ 
possibility. Our great Redeemer, who 
is our prospective Bridegroom, 
has 
made satisfaction 
for our imperfec­ 
tions. Therefore when we err we are 
to go to the throne of heavenly grace 
to obtain 
mercy—mercy with 
God 
through Christ. 
If you and 
I were 
perfect we would not need to go to 
the throne of grace to obtain mercy 
and find grace 
to 
help 
in time of 
need (Hebrews 4:16). But as we have 
developed as christians we shall not 
need to go so often to obtain mercy. 
As we grow stronger we grow’ wiser. 
But we shall always need mercy as 
long as we are in the imperfect flesh. 
The Lord knows of the blemishes of 
our flesh and 
of 
our unsuccessful 
strivings to overcome, 
and 
Ho has 
provided us a covering 
the precious 
robe of Christ’s righteousness. So by 
the Lord’s arrangement 
this 
bride 
class 


unspotted from Hie flesh, from e v e r y ­ 
thing that is contaminating. There is 
a peculiar beauty about a pure white 
robe. A robe spotted all over would 
not look very attractive, nor would a 
robe all 
wrinkled. 
The 
king 
will 
greatly love and appreciate those who 
are in a spotless condition. 
“forget also thine own people and 
thy father’s house.” The temptations 
to w'rong doing, 
to disloyally to our 
covenant with the Lord, come largely 
through relations with our own peo­ 
ple. It is very trying to endeavor to 
do two things—to keep on good terms 
with the world’s people and with Hie 
Lord- at the same time. To do this 
is an impossibility. This is wnere the 
great company class make their fail­ 
ure. They fear what 
their acquaint­ 
ances and neighbors will say. 
They 
do not care to be considered peculiar. 
But we are not to be ashamed of the 
truth or of the brethren 
or 
of re­ 
proach for Christ (Matt. 10:32-33). 
“So shall the 
king 
greatly desire 
thy beauty.” 
This is a beauty tHat 
dwells in the heart, a beauty of char­ 
acter. Every Christian should see to 
it that he is growing daily in grace. 
In all the true body of Christ there 
*s a growth in the 
Lord’s 
spirit, 
a 
growth in love. 
This 
is the beauty 
that our Bridegroom desires in His 
bride —this beauty of character like- 
■Mjr be eventually received ai y,,,„. to HimseM ' 
the wedding. The spotless robe given 
us at the first is 
the 
wedding gar­ 
ment mentioned in the 
Lord’s para­ 
ble (Matt. 22:11-14). 
Clad 
in 
this 
precious robe, we may 
come in and 
be participators at the great marriage 
as members of the bride of Christ. 
Spots on 
the 
Robe— How Removed. 
The Lord 
Jesus 
intimated 
that 
some of His disciples 
will 
not be 
ready to go in to the marriage, 
be­ 
cause. although they are wearing the 
robe, they have gotten it besmirched 
and spotted. We are to keep our gar­ 
ments unspotted from the world. Can 
any one pass through the world and 
alw'ays remain absolutely unspotted? 
No; that is not the thought. 
But if 
those w’ho are in the right attitude of 
heart should get a 
spot 
upon their 
robe, it will be so grievous to them 
that they will hasten to 
remove 
it. 
There is only one way to get a spot 
off from that robe. We must take the 
matter lo the throne 
of 
grace and 
whatever our 
sin—whether 
it was 
sin or what—when 
our 
lapse 
has 
been 
acknowledged, 
the 
cleansing 
merit of Jesus’ blood is applied, and 
our robe is spotless again (I John 1:- 
7-9). 
In this way our 
robes 
are 
kept 
white. We are to keep ourselves un­ 
spotted by going 
to 
the 
One who 
alone can remove such spots and bv 
asking the forgiveness necessary. “If 
we confess our sins, 
He 
is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from 
all unrighteous­ 
ness.” The blood of Jesus Christ, the 
strong 
merit 
of 
His 
sacrifice, 
cleanses us day by day as we, appre­ 
ciating our need, come to Him daily 
to have His blood applied. 
There is a class, however, who do 
not keep their robe clean; 
for any 
stain upon this robe remains until the 
proper steps are 
taken 
for its re­ 
moval. 
There 
are many christian 
people w'ho have 
not 
taken 
these 
steps and who 
therefore 
have not 
had the spots removed. Why do they 
no have these spots cleansed? 
you 
ask. 
There are things 
connected wtth 
that m atter which some of you may 
know* about. When first you came to 
the Lord, full of desire to keep your­ 
self unspotted from the world, you 
were very careful about 
your robe 
Oh, how' shocked 
you 
were 
at the 
first spot! You said. “I am a child of 
God, and oh, what a mistake I have 
made!” But as time passes 
and you 
realize more and more 
your infirmi­ 
ties of the flesh, you found * hat you 
were often overtaken by these weak­ 
nesses; and you were so humiliated 
thereby that you w’ere tempted to re­ 
main away from the throne of grace, 
the mercy sea provided by the Lord 
for this very purpose. But if you were 


a true disciple of Christ you conquer­ 
ed this feeling and w’ent to the Lord 
to have the spots removed. 
For 
Careless 
Christians 
Reckoning 
Near. 
But a great many christian people 
have not been faithful in this respect 
and are being deceived; and a reck­ 
oning time is at hand. 
They 
have 
doubted the Lord’s mercy or else they 
have been careless of their covenant, 
and they are not living close to the 
Lord. 
Their lives are unsatisfactory 
to themselves and to God. They wrill 
not la' of the 
bride 
class. 
Nobody 
whose robe is covered with spots will 
be received into 
the 
wedding as a 
member of the bride 
of 
< ’brist, for 
the bride must be “without spot or 
wrinkle or any such thing” (Ephesi­ 
ans 5:25-27). Only thus could she be 
presentable to the 
Heavenly Bride­ 
groom. “There will be weeping 
and 
gnashing of teeth amongst the .foolish 
virgins when the door to the wedding 
is shut (Matt. 25:10-12). 
Many will 
be 
disappointed 
in 
this 
day 
of 
Christ. 
Where shall you and I be then? I 
hope that we shall make our calling 
and election sure; that, knowing the 
teimsj we shall 
keep 
our garments 


We desire this in 
ourselves. We wish to sec* our minds 
and hearts opening 
more 
and more 
widely to take in 
the 
interests of 
others, especially our brethren of the 
body of Christ. 
Those 
who prove 
faithful 
unto 
death 
shall 
receive 
glory, honor and immortality. 
“They
